Though the first Harbor High 
newspaper was the Harbor 
High Press dated March 19, 
1919, the first recorded weekly 
Mariners were published for 
1922-23. In 1923-24 a plan was 
instituted in which the first se- 
mester staff, composed of sen- 
iors, was shifted to the annual, 
while a conmletply new jinvor 
staff edited the Markers of H*e 
second semester. The hmlnr 
s^aff then became the staff of 
the following school year. 

Free <iK cf ribuHnn hecran in 
1 924-25. The following year. 
Mr. E. M. .Johnson, superin- 
tendent of the Ambers* Public 
Schools and editor-in-chief of 
the "High School JouimaRrt” 
seated that, in his estimation. 
“*he Mariner is uni one and is 
the only naper of its k«"d in *ho 
state, aod. nossihly. in the coun- 
trv" It had the largest cir- 
culn f ion of any high school 
weekly newsnaner in the state, 
approximately 1400. 

For the time, the Marin- 
er merited first -class honor rat- 
ing in the National Scholastic 
Press Association contest on 

fl'-'* first-^mestor i^nes of 

1930-31. The publication re- 
ceived third class rating for 
1932 - 33 . 

Mr. W F. Rehrendt t^e nm-- 
ent advisor, began his wo'k 
here as literary advisor in 1934. 
The 193P-36 issues v rfs ^ n ent^nd 

jn No^b western University's 
1937 Ouill and S^oll ertieal 
service and received an Tn f emo- 
tional first place award. Tn the 
judges' summarisation it was 
called "a newoy lirtle paper, at- 
tractively written.” 

In the 1933 N. S. P. A ra- 
tino-s. t^e Manner agam was 
adiudged first-claos o^iv one 
paper in the United States in 
tr*e same class rated higher 
Again, the following vear. it 
was ra f ed N. S P. A first-** 1 
•ind All-Colu^h^an honors, their 
highest n.wa”d. by the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association. 
Circulation bv now had in- 
croased to 1900. 

State recognition o f Mr 
Pehrendt's work came when he 
was elected to the Executive 
Commission of the Journalistic 
Association of Schools in 1940. 
The same year he was made a 
faculty life-time member of 
Quill and Scroll, in*e**national 
honor society for high school 
journalists. 

A second prize was awarded 
the Mariner in the nation-wide 
hand-set contest sponsored by 
the C. S. P. A. in 1941. That 
year, it also received a first 
place in its class in the writing 
contest. 

An international first-place 


award was awarded the Mariner 
in the Quill and Scroll competi- 
tion for the fourth consecutive 
year. In 1941 the circulation 
increased to 2000, due to the in- 
creased demand by servicemen. 
To help finance the increase and 
pay for the postage, the Marin- 
er Varieties were instituted. 
The first show yielded $170.55. 
Mrs. Helia Lehtinen, secretary 
to Supt. W. E. Wenner, super- 
vised the first and has been in 
charge of all following shows. 
Assuming full responsibility for 
editing and publishing the Mar- 
iner, Mr. Rehrendt took on the 
job of printing instructor the 
same year. 

The second annual Mariner 
benefit Variety show went over 
the top with a net profit of 
$162.98 the following year. The 
program that year was on a 
patriotic theme. 

Reaching the ton-most rung 
of the ladder of high school 
journalistic success in 1942-43, 
the Mariner received a national 
rating of "Superior." N.S.P.A. 
judges commented: "It was a 
pleasure to read your very in- 
teresting and lively naper. Con- 
gratulations especially on the 
grand job you are doing for 
the war effort." 

The following year, the third 
annual Mariner Varieties net- 
ted $146 and the Mariner was 
accorded a first-class rating in 
the N. S. P. A.'s critical serv- 
ice. This was the highest rating 
in its class, and the Mariner 
was the onlv paner to attain 
that place. The judges ^ummw 1 
it un as "an unusually good 
paner with many brigh 4 - 
original ideas ”

The judges in awarding 865 
of a possible 1000 points com- 
mended particularly headlines, 
typography and newswriting 
technique and content.
